The rq>ly filed on Oct. 27, 1 999 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because of the following 
omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant's amendment of Oct. 27 1 999 does not properly comply with the formal requirements of 
amendment entry as set forth in MPEP 7 14.22. Claims 1 -9 were submitted for prosecution on the merits. However, in the 
amendment of Oct, 27, 1 999, claims 1 -7, as amended, contain language that was not present in original claim 1 . Moreover, said 
amendment brackets limitations that were not present in the original claims and deletes limitations that were present in the 
original claims, hi other words amended claims 1-7 are substantially different from original claims 1-7. To properly comply with 
the formal requirements of amendment entry, original claims 1 -7 must be cancelled and the amended claims should be presented 
as a new claims. Moreover, limitations that are deleted from the claims should be surrounded with brackets. Please see MPEP 
714.22(2). See37CFR 1.111. 

Please also note that the amendment to claims 13-15 was not entered because said claims are not present in the case. If claims 
1-15 were to be examined on the merits, as explained by Applicant at pages 5-6 of the amendment, then said clauns, initially, 
should have been accompanied by a Preliminary amendment properly requesting entry of said claims. This was not done in the 
Preliminary amendment received Sep. 22, 1 998.
